Some [mportant Mattera Considered at
the Annual Meeting.

State Muster Ketcham sald In his
openlng uwddress that the ornder Wik
very flourishing in Michigon and good
work had been done nlong n variety of
Hnes, He commented on the fact that
the grange had thirty-seven out of the
hundred members In the house and tén
of the thirty-two in the senate and
that the grange had representation on
fifty-one of the sixty-one committees of
the bouse usud held twelve chulrman-
ships, while in the senate It wus repre-
sented on thirty-nine of the sixty-one
committees and beld fourteen chalr-
manships, The presence of two gov-
erpnors, Eberhart of Minnesota and Fer-
ris of Mic.aigan, was a feature of the
meeting. Doth gave nddresses. The
gecretary reported B10 granges in the
state, with 40,500 members. There was
about £50,000 In the treassury on Dec.
1. One of the most interesting fentures
of the lectarers’ conference was a
model gringe lecture hour given by
the efficient stnte lecturer, Miss Jennle
Buell, Woman's sulfrage was indorsed
in a strong resolution, The legislative
committee’s recommendation favoring
the submisslon of three propositions
(specific tonnage tax on minerals, the
Torrens system of land transfers and
an nmendment to the constitution re
moving from the recall the exclusion of
Judicinl officlals) by Inltintive to the
people of Michigan before the fall elec.
